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Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election of Group I in the reply filed on July 21, 2004 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). Accordingly, claims 22, 23 and 30-40 are 
withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a 
nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was 
made without traverse in the reply filed on July 21 , 2004.

It should be noted that the substitute specification filed on January 7, 2005 has 
not been entered since the response of January 7, 2005 does not include a statement 
that no new matter has been entered in the substitute specification. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claim 42 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The recitation "to hold" on line 2 of claim 42 renders the claim indefinite because 
it is unclear how the housing or the power mechanism cannot be held and at the same 
time be fixed relative to the door panel during assembly. Obviously, something must be 
acting on one of the housing and the power mechanism to hold it in place relative to the 
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door panel while the other of the housing and the power mechanism is attached to the 
door panel. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 21 and 42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Saito. Saito discloses a window a window lifting mechanism attached to a vehicle 
door panel 5 having a first alignment member 5b, 11a formed on the vehicle door panel 
on one side of the vehicle door panel and a second alignment member 5c formed on the 
vehicle door panel on an opposite side of the vehicle door panel, a window regulator 
housing 8 is aligned relative to the door panel via the first alignment member, a power 
mechanism 7 is aligned relative to the door panel via the second alignment member and 
the window regulator housing and power mechanism are secured to the door panel. 

Although Saito is silent concerning the particular method steps of assembling the 
mechanism, the assembly of the window lifting mechanism, as taught by Saito, would 
inherently lead to the claimed method steps. 



Claims 24-29 and 41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Saito as applied to claims 21 and 29 above, and further in view of Ross. Ross 
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discloses a means for fastening two components 2 and 3 together via a panel B in 
figure 2. The panel B includes a frustoconical projection b. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide Saito, with 
a fastening means, as taught by Ross, to prevent shearing or tearing of the door panel. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed January 7, 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. With respect to the applicant's comments concerning Saito, the 
examiner respectfully disagrees. Saito discloses a door panel since element 5 is a 
panel and it is disposed in the door of a vehicle. Although it is different from the door 
panel disclosed by the applicant, the claims require no more than the door panel 5 as 
taught by Saito. Saito discloses alignment members 5c and 5b, 1 1a formed as part of 
the door panel because 5b and 5c extend through the door panel. Finally, the invention 
of Saito can be assembled without having to hold the regulator housing 8. First, the 
housing 8 can be placed against the door panel 5 and then the three bolts can be used 
to hold the housing 8 relative to the door panel 5 while the power mechanism 7 is 
attached via the bolts.
